Latin America’s Economic Plight 


The chief concern of the Organization of American States 


economic conference now in progress in Buenos Aires is the 
yrdinated development of Central and South America on 


U 


international scale. This idea is not a new one, but very 


ttle had been done about it until recently, when the twenty- 
ne American republics set up a billion-dollar inter-American 
bank to stimulate economic growth. Still, much more than this 


will be needed 


and there is no doubt in Latin American minds 


that most of their help will have to come from the United States. 


The current economic outlook to the south is not very bright. 
A report recently published by the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Latin America says that exports from these 
countries fell by a very considerable $700 million, or 8 per- 
cent, last year. Markets for coffee, sugar, cotton and non-ferrous 
metals were weak, partly because of the recession here.
